Circle in Wilmington, is married to 
Sandy Stapezynski and he has a

All 69 non-tenured teachers in Andover, 
plus five administrators and 12 perma- 
nent substitutes were given pink slips, the 
School Committee announced Tuesday 
night. 


It doesn’t mean some won’t be hired 
back, said Dr. Kenneth Seifert, superin- 
tendent of schools.

“the curious citizen’ observed a large 
pile of trash collected at the municipal 
parking lot to “dramatize what moun- 
tains of expensive, land-littering waste 
we create...” 

Students manned a nearby information 
booth and the Andover Village Im- 

rovement Society had a booth in front of 

e Town Hall where environmentally- 
oriented pamphlets and ideas were dis- 
tributed to passerbys. The idea was to 
alert and educate the citizens of Andover 
to environmental awareness as the pop- 
ulation continued to explode and in its 
wake create waste, pollution and the de- 
struction of Mother Earth. 

Earth Day 1970 was originally sparked 
by an idea by then senator Gaylord Nel- 
gon of Wisconsin who proposed an envi- 
ronmental teach-in; the proposal was 
subsequently endorsed by National _Li- 
brary Week. Students from Andover High 
School, Phillips Academy, Abbot Acade- 
my and Brooks School in North Andover 
coordinated their activities and shared in- 
formation and films pertaining to the en- 
vironmental crisis at hand. 

Earth Day 1970 culminated with the 
mountain of trash being hauled away to 
the dump by the town’s rubbish truck and 
a packloader from Phillips Academy. Pe- 
titions were circulated and included, 
urging the ban of the sale of certain pesti- 
cides, the development of mass transpor- 
tation, the passing of an environmental 
bill of rights and environmental educa- 
tion in public schools. National environ- 
mental victories that followed Earth Day 
1970 included the Clean Air Act, Clean

Shawsheen 
post office 
would remain

The U.S. Postal Service last week 
presented a proposal that would es- 
tablish a post office in the Old Town 
Hall without sacrificing service in 
Shawsheen Village, according to act- 
ing Town Manager Anthony Torrisi. 


“They haven’t made a formal de- 
cision yet,” Mr. Torrisi said. 
“They’re going to get back to us by 
April 24.” 


Andover Post Master Antonio 
Mendoza and two postal representa- 
tives from Boston met with Susan 
Stott, chairwoman of the Planning 
Board, Mr. Torrisi and the planning 
staff Wednesday afternoon, March 
29, to discuss a plan that would bring 
postal service back into the down- 
town area. 


“It was a very productive meet- 
ing,” Mr. Torrisi said. 

“Going into the Old Town Hall is 
very, very possible,” Mr. Mendoza 
said this week. 

The details of the plans are not fi- 
nal yet, but Mr. Mendoza said he is 
trying to get postal boxes downtown. 

“I’m looking for 200 post office 
boxes in there,” he said. 

Mr. Mendoza did not say if a post- 
al employee would be stationed at 
the new location or whether services 
would be reduced at the Stevens 
Street Post Office, but said he was 
working with tight constraints. 

“T don’t intend to hire,” Mr. Men- 
doza said. 


The meeting was the first since 
residents expressed their desire for 
downtown service during a public fo- 
rum at the Old Town Hall in Jan- 
uary. At that time, the Postal 
Service offered to exchange the 
Shawsheen postal substation for one 
downtown. 


Now the two service areas are sep- 
arate issues and the postal officials 
will look at relocating the 
Shawsheen substation, according to

“The Shawsheen thing is a sepa- 
rate issue,” Mr. Torrisi said. “They 
are going to be advertising for a spot 
in Shawsheen. They are looking for 
space right in that area.” 


Mr. Torrisi credited Mr. Mendoza 
with doing a great amount of work 
toward establishing the downtown 
service. He also credited the postal 
officials and Congressman Chester 
Atkins’ office for making efforts on 
the town’s behalf. 


Problems with Shawsheen 

A lack of parking and heavy traf- 
fic on Route 28 make the Shawsheen 
location dangerous, according to Mr. 
Mendoza. 


‘We are very concerned about the 
safety of the employees and the cus- 
tomers,’’ Mr. Mendoza said. 

The Shawsheen office also does 
not have handicap access, which is 
required by law, and it is bigger 
than needed, according to the post- 
master. 


The current office is 2,200 square 
feet and Mr. Mendoza said he only 
needs 800 to 1,000 square feet. 

The lease for Shawsheen runs out 
in October and the postal service is 
already looking for new quarters.

Editor’s note: This is the 10th article in 
a series of 11 biweekly articles written by 
the school system’s computer education 
director, who is describing the third 
phase of the Andover school system’s 
computer education plan. 

Three high school seniors have made 
valuable contributions to computer edu- 
cation. Hats off to Matthew Ouellette, 
Chuck Edgerly and Marc Ruskin. 

They have helped explain the some- 
times inexplicable computer to both fel- 
low students and teachers. 

Many technological 
tools were placed in all 
school buildings. This in- 
cludes not only computers 
but other devices such as 
printers, modems, hard 
drives, CD-ROM, CAD- = ay 
/CAM, light pens, scan- ====sssst—“2) 
ners and videodisk 
players. 

The computers are of 
different types. There are Apple L[le’s, 
IIc’s, II-’s, Macintosh SE’s, Macintosh 
SE 30s, Macintosh II and IBM model 30s. 
This vast array of equipment can be in- 
timidating even to the technology junkies. 

Monies have been used from the com- 
puter plan to help train teachei's how to 
use the new equipment, but a limited 
amount of training does not make a tea- 
cher an expert user. As teachers and stu- 
dents begin to use the computer, more 
and more questions arise about the possi- 
bility of using technology to perform oth- 
er tasks. 

This means there is a constant flow of 
questions that need answers. And not ev- 
erything always works the way it’s sup- 
posed to; you need a degree in electrical 
engineering to understand the manual 
that accompanies the hardware. 

Needless to say, I appreciated the help 
of three students at the high school who 
stepped forward and were willing to help 
teachers overcome the roadblocks that 
accompany the introduction of anything 
new. 

I’m sure human nature is the same all 
over and that most people don’t like to 
admit they don’t understand something. 

Three seniors who have shared their 
computer knowledge in a non-threatening 
manner deserve to be recognized as class 
acts. I have talked to many teachers 
about their contributions to the computer, 
and every one of them said that these in- 
dividuals have been patient and under- 
standing. They have gone out of their way 
to help students and teachers overcome 
the problems of technology, are easy to 
talk to and good teachers. Here is a brief 
description of each student and what he 
has accomplished. 


Mr. Ouellette is headed to Merrimack 
College. His technology knowledge is out- 
standing. Matt knows. computers;. Matt 
knows: hardware; Matt: knows software; 


Matt knows Hypercard. Matt knows a lot. 
But he also knows how to help people who 
don’t know as much. 

He has helped students and staff learn 
how to use the desktop publisher program 
Pagemaker; helped the graphic arts de- 
partment with the complicated drawing 
program Aldus Freehand; helped staff 
learn about the color capabilities of the 
Macintosh II: helped students and teach- 
ers with lost or misplaced files; helped 
the music department with advanced 
software; helped eradicate pesky viruses 
from the Macintosh computer system; 
helped the science department tap the 
power of videodisc technology; helped de- 
velop software for the science depart- 
ment to use with the videodisk; helped 
teachers and students with numerous 
technology questions; and gave a 
workshop at Fitchburg State College to 
art and music teachers concerning the 
use of the Macintosh as a creative tool. 
Matt knows computers. 

Mr. Edgerly may enroll at Emerson 
College. He knows a lot, too. One of his 
largest contributions has been his will- 
ingness to serve as a student representa- 
tive for the past three years on the 
computer advisory committee. This com- 
mittee meets once a month to shape the 
direction of the computer program. 

His Comments have helped the commit- 
tee plan for the future. He has also helped 
the music department with its new com- 
puter systems; helped the television stu- 
dio plan for the purchase of an Amiga 
computer system for use in video produc- 
tion; helped journalism classes use the

Addison shows 
Winslow Homer 
collection 


The Addison Gallery of American Art 
will show off works by Winslow Homer 
from its permanent collection starting 
next week. 

The Phillips Academy gallery will open 
the exhibit “Winslow Homer at the Addi- 
son” Thursday, April 12. It will be the 
first comprehensive exhibition of the gal- 
lery’s extensive holdings of Homer’s 
work, said Susan C. Faxon, the Addison 
curator. Ms. Faxon is organizing the ex- 
hibit, along with Robert M. Walker, cura- 
tor of painungs, prints and drawings. 

Homer is considered one of America’s 
most important 19th-century artists. Born 
in Boston in 1836 and raised in Cam- 
bridge, Homer showed an early interest 
in drawing. In place of formal schooling, 
he was apprenticed to Boston lithogra- 
er John H. Bufford. Working as an il- 

ustrator first in Boston and then in New 
York for such popular publications as 
Harper’s Weekly, he began to hone his 
artistic vision. 

Dissatisfied with contract work, he 
turned exclusively to painting and water- 
colors. After a two-year stay in England 
in the early 1880s, Homer moved to 
Prout’s Neck, the rocky point of Maine 
coastline with which he is identified. 
There he focused his. work on primary is- 
sues of nature, the sea and the human 
relationship to the natural environment. 

Not obviously bound by any single peri- 
od or style, nor clearly based on Euro- 
pean precedent like that of many of his 
contemporaries, Homer’s work struck 
resonant chords in his public that still 
sound today. He has come to symbolize 
the rugged American experience and 
viewpoint. His artistic career produced a 
rich body of work, ranging from early 
wood engravings and magazine illustra- 
tions to the sea. 

“The Addison is fortunate to have in its 
collection works that touch nearly all 
phases of Homer’s career,”’ said Ms. Fax- 
on. 

Hung together for the first time in 

many years will be the Addison’s four 
master works in oil, ‘Country School’ 
(1873), ‘Eight Bells” (1886), ‘“The West 
Wind” (1891) and ‘Kissing the Moon’’ 
(1904). Spanning Homer’s painting ca- 
reer, they are among the most well- 
known and appreciated works of this 
American painting master. 
_ Also on display will be 11 watercolors 
representing all aspects, save the tropical 
scenes, of Homer’s work in watercolor. 
Many of these watercolors — the three 
done in Cullercoats, England, ‘Boys in a 
Dory’’ (1880) from the Gloucester series, 
“Dog on a Log” (1889) and “Casting”’ 
(1897) of the Adirondacks — are among 
Homer’s most highly prized works in this 
medium. 

An essential part of the Addison Gallery 
collection are seven drawings, which al- 
low viewers to understand how Homer de,

My intention was to 
show the abundance and diversity of gay 
and lesbian couples, as well as their 
range of tastes and styles.”

veloped ideas and images found in other 
work. In three instances, the Addison 
owns Homer images realized in two me- 
dia: for example, the wood engraving 
from “Waiting for a Bite’ and the oil 
painting ‘Eight Bells” and 60 prints — 
wood engravings, lithographs, etching, 
and book illustrations. 

The strength of the Homer holdings was 
well-established at the Addison Gallery’s 
opening in 1931, curators said. Thomas 
Cochran, patron of the gallery, bought 
“The West Wind” in 1927; it was given to 
the academy that year for its 150th anni- 
versary. The next year Mr. Cochran 
bought ‘Country School”; two years lat- 
er, it was joined by ‘Hight Bells.”

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Rabbi Roth explains Passover 


By Rabbi Harry Roth 


Editor's note: Rabbi Roth is the spiri- 
tual leader of Temple Emanuel of And- 
over. 

The story of the deliverance of the Isra- 
elites from bondage in ancient Egypt will 
be retold all over the world as Jews ob- 
serve Passover, beginning at sundown on 
Monday, April 9. 

The holiday is celebrated for eight days 
by Orthodox and Conservative Jews, for 
seven days by Reform Jews. In Israel, all 
Jews observe the festival for seven days. 
The family takes part in a special ritual 
meal, the Seder (meaning ‘order’’), 
which includes special religious services, 
foods and symbols. 

Passover is related in the Haggadah, a 
book that tells the story of the Exodus in 
prayer and song. Special foods eaten at 
the Seder and during the holiday serve as 
reminders of the struggle of the Hebrew 
people against pharaoh. 

Today this festival commemorates all 
the oppression encountered by the Jews 
during their long history. As a result, 
Jews identify strongly with all struggles 
for liberty, such as the quest of the black 
people for equality. Many feel the strug- 
gle that led to the establishment of the 
state of Israel is the contemporary Pas- 
sover story. 

“The bread of affliction,” matzo or un- 
leavened bread, is eaten during the holi- 
day to recall the hasty provisions the 
Hebrews ate in their flight from Egypt.

All these 
items can be found on the Seder plate, in 
addition to a shank bone, symblizing the 
paschal lamb, and a roasted egg, rep- 
resenting the burnt offering presented 
each day of the festival during the exis- 
tence of the temple in ancient times in 
Jerusalem. 

Participants of the Seder drink four 
cups of wine. This is a reminder that 
Moses, the central figure in the Exodus 
story, was sent by God to deliver the Isra- 
elites from Egypt. The Lord promised the 
Hebrews four different types of redemp- 
tion: release from bondage, deliverance 
from servitude, redemption from all de- 
pendence in Egypt and selection as the 
people of the Lord. 

Passover is one of the three pilgrimage 
holidays in the Jewish calendar (the oth- 
ers are Shavuot and Sukot), each of which 
marks a different period in the agricultu- 
ral calendar, in addition to an historic re- 
ligious event. Thus, parsley, symbolizing 
spring, is found on the Seder plate. 

Children play an importatn part during 
the Seder. The youngest member of the 
family poses four questions at the begin- 
ning of the Seder, noting the difference 
between the Passover ritual meal and

regular, everyday meals. This sets the 
stage for the telling of the Exodus story. 
To keep the attention of the youngsters, 
the Seder service contains songs and rid- 
dles plus a game called “finding the aphi- 
komon.” ‘‘Aphikomon” is a Greek word 
meaning ‘‘after the meal.” In ancient 
days, it was customary to eat the paschal 
lamb at the close of the meal. When the 
practice of sacrifices ceased, a piece of 
matzo was substituted. 

Today the aphikomon is a piece of mat- 
zo that is saved and eaten at the end of 
the Seder. To keep the youngsters alert, 
the matzo is hidden and not surrendered 
by the children until redeemed by some 


gift. 

A large platter containing three mat- 
zos, each covered separately in the folds 
of a as 9 or special cover, is placed in 
front of the person conducting the serv- 
ice. Next to it is placed a large platter 
containing the Seder symbol: the roasted 
shank bone of a lamb or suitable substi- 
tute, a roasted egg, bitter herbs (horsera- 
dish cut into small pieces), charoses, 
parsley, watercress or celery, a cup of 
wine at each plate, a large goblet of wine 
in the center of the table for the prophet 
Elijah and a dish of salt water.

These newer projections 
would reduce the anticipated 
cuts in school budget by $500,- 
000, said Andres Salazar, com- 
mittee chairman, bringing the 
total deficit to $1.1 million, 
rather than the $1.6 million 
predicted earlier. 

Mr. Hubbell called the new- 
er figures “‘optimistic at best,”’ 
and said the probability of the 
figures changing again, once 
the state’s final figures come 
out in late May, is high. 

The committee and the ad- 
ministration up until this week 
had been exploring across-the- 
board cuts for employees and 
programs.

letes, who posted their best indoor-track 
season ever this winter. But, says Coach 
Hayes, he is even prouder of each ath- 
lete’s determination and effort to ascend 
in a city and school where many young 
adults are singled out for negative behav- 
ior. 

“Coaching isn’t just a hobby,” says Mr. 
Hayes. ‘It’s a commitment to doing 
something where I grew up, in a way I 
understand.” 

Mr. Hayes was born, raised and edu- 
cated in Boston. After a brief stint in the 
armed services, he received a bachelor’s 
degree in education and has been teach- 
ing and coaching ever since. He’s taught 
math and science at Lewis Middle School 
in Roxbury for the last 14 years. 

Mr. Hayes and his two children, Lisa, 
16, a junior at Andover High, and Rejji, 
15, a freshman at Phillips Academy, 
moved to Andover in 1972. Though he 
loves both his teaching and coaching jobs

and wouldn’t want to work anywhere else, 
he says he’s glad his own children have 
the Soames to grow up and go to 
school in Andover, which he calls “a 
small town.”’ 

He says growing up and going to school 
in Boston has changed. The influences 
children encounter once they leave their 
home and classroom are growing more 
dangerous every day, he says of the drugs 
and violence on the streets. 

“Everthing that’s in the streets is in the 
schools. It’s a real hostile environment,” 
he says of the neighborhoods in which his 
students and athletes live. 

“But I still think school is the safest 
places for these kids to grow up. 

“I don’t think there is a coach in Boston 
who doesn’t dread looking at the newspa- 
per in the mornings,’’ he adds with a tone 
of regret. 


Coach Hayes is pragmatic and thought- 
ful about the obstacles these kids have to 
cope with and rise above each day. 

“We aren’t at war, but kids are dying. 
There are so many variables you don’t 
have any control over. Most of the time 
you only see your athletes from 2 to 4, 
during practice,” he says. 

To help buffer the effect of the negative 
influences, Coach Hayes says he takes ex- 
tra time to talk with and listen to his ath- 
letes. This may mean an hour or so on the 
telephone at night or during weekends, or 
one-on-one interaction on long bus rides to 
track meets. 

He believes athletics pay an important 
role in this process. ‘‘You have to worry 
about everything. You don’t get used to 
it,” he adds. 

“But it does give you experience in rec- 
ognizing the things you have no control 
over. Each day you appreciate when 
they’re glad to see you.”’ 

Teaching and coaching at two different 
schools keeps him from spending as much 
time as he would like with his athletes. 

Due to budget cuts in the Boston 


schools, which Mr. Hayes says led to the 
closing of six schools to maintain the ath- 
letics program, he is the only coach for 
both Dorchester High’s boys’ and girls’ 
track team. 

Assistant coaches and athletic coordi- 
nators were dropped from the track and 
field budget years ago, he says. This has 
left him wearing many hats — teacher, 
coach, guidance counselor, friend, big 
brother, and parent in some cases. 

“These kids are living in a decade 
where the family environment may not 
always be conducive,’’ and provide all the 
support kids on the edge need, he says. 

“The reality in the city is that city kids 
grow up too fast. A lot of them go from 
children to what they think is an adult,” 
he says. 

“‘The inner-city male is declining. A lot 
of role models aren’t able to work with 
the boys.” 

He says it’s not only the role models 
who are essential, it’s association with 
the right peer groups and friends. This is 
the area where Coach Hayes believes his 
students and athletes have the best 
chance to beat the odds and achieve a bet- 
ter life. 

His successful track team is a close- 
knit group that provides a positive role 
model for younger kids. Many of his run- 
ners are honor students and student-gov- 
ernment leaders. Devon McGregor, a 
member of a record-breaking relay team, 
is a National Honor Society member as 
well as senior class president, Coach 
Hayes says with pride. 

Their achievement, both on the track 
and in the classroom, has built self-es- 
teem that is invaluable, Coach Hayes 
says. 

“‘Meets are good because they see other 
kids in different environments with the 
same focus and different approaches,” he 
says. 

Another focus of his energy is exploring 
every avenue to get his athletes into col- 
lege: This may mean keeping up with the 
schedule of exams, such as SAT’s, or find- 
ing out what prerequisites are needed to 
apply to the Air Force Academy, as he 
did for one of his runners, Calvin Davis, 
who expressed interest earlier this year. 

Coach Hayes says he has short-term 

oals for his athletes, such as qualifying 
our runners for the Penn State Relays 
and maybe even the Olympic Games in 
1992, but his more important goals are 
long term. 

“‘What I want to do is help these stu- 
dents figure out the road they can take 
and get an education. That’s the most im- 
portant thing,’’ he says. 

So far Coach Hayes has been success- 
ful. Many of his athletes have gone to col- 
lege, some with track-and-field 
scholarships. 

Following a long and successful indoor- 
winter track season, Coach Hayes and his 
athletes are gearing up for their outdoor 
season. He currently is working out a 
training schedule with the help of And- 
over High School coaches to use the And- 
over track on weekends for a few of his 
runners. 

How will the runners get back and forth 
to Andover? Simple, says Coach Hayes. 
He will make two round trips to Dorches- 
ter himself.

Easter dinner at our home has al- 
ways been very special since it’s the 
one holiday when our family, which 
is comprised of three ethnic back- 
grounds, each with a special reli- 
gious celebration at this Easter and 
Passover season, share the wonder- 
ful blend of traditional Greek, Ital- 
ian and Jewish delicacies. Food is a 
wonderful vehicle through which 
people can join to share, enjoy and 
respect customs and additions of dif- 
ferent ethnic groups. 

I serve lamb for an entree. It is 
traditional for Greek Easter and 
symbolic for Jews since Passover 
developed partly from the ancient 
spring ‘Festival of the Paschal 
Lamb’’ celebrated by nomadic Jew- 
ish shepherds who offered their first 
lambs of the season in ceremonial 
sacrifice. 

Roasted leg of lamb (Greek) 
5 Ib. leg of lamb 

4% fresh lemon 

2 cloves garlic 

Preheat oven to 450-degrees. Re- 
move lamb from refrigerator at 
least one-half hour before cooking. 
Remove fell (papery outer covering 
encasing lamb) with small, 
knife. Rub entire lamb with lemon 
juice and garlic. 

Peel and cut into slivers six to 
eight cloves fresh garlic. 

1 cup fresh flat-leaf parsley 
leaves, washed. 

1/4 Ib. salt pork thin sliced into 1” 
by 1” pieces (omit if guests have di- 
etary restrictions). 

1/2 tsp. garlic powder 
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‘COOKING 


Freshly ground pepper 

1/2 tsp. dry parsley 

Make 1%-inch deep slits all over 
the top and bottom of lamb and in- 
sert garlic slivers, salt pork (reserv- 
ing some pieces to place over top of 
lamb) and fresh parsley deep into 
each slit. 

Place the lamb on a rack in a 
roasting pan. Sprinkle with garlic 
powder, pepper and dry parsley. In- 
sert a meat thermometer away from 
bone and place in oven. Reduce heat 
to 350 degrees. Cook for about 30 
minutes per pound or until internal 
te-uperature is about 175 degrees for 
well-done or 155 degrees for medi- 
um. Do not cover or baste. Makes 
six to eight servings. 

Note: This entree may be barbe- 
cued in a kettle grill by the indirect 
method for 142-2 hours. 

Glazed onions (Passover) 

3 tbsp. margarine 

3 tbsp. brown sugar 

3 i ers 

1% lbs. boiling onions, peeled and 
cooked until tender. 

Melt margine in skillet. Add 
brown sugar and beer. Cook for a 
few minutes until well blended. Add 
onions. Cook uncovered, stirring of- 
ten, until onions are heated and 
glazed. Makes six servings. 

Sweet potato custard (Passover) 

1/2 cup sugar 

1/2 cup butter 

2 eggs, beaten 

2 cups milk 

3 cups cooked and mashed sweet 
potatoes 

1 tbsp. vanilla 


1/2 tbsp. grated nutmeg 

Mix sugar and butter until fluffy. 
Add potatoes and blend well. Add 
eggs, milk, vanilla and nutmeg. Stir 
until smooth. Pour into greased 
oven-proof dish and bake at 350 de- 
grees until brown (about 40 min- 
utes). Serve warm or cold. Makes 
four servings. 


Chocolate macaroons with al- 
monds (Passover) 

Preheat oven to 325 degrees. 
Grease a cookie sheet. 

2 oz. unsweetened chocolate 

4 oz. semisweet chocolate 

1 egg plus 1 egg white 

1/2 cup sugar 

1 tsp. vanilla extract 

1 and 1/3 cup shredded coconut, 
lightly toasted 

1 and 1/3 cup blanched almonds, 
finely chopped and lightly toasted. 

Melt chocolates in microwave. 
Separate the egg and combine the 
two egg whites. Beat whites with 
mixer until they begin to stiffen. 
Slowly pour in sugar and beat until 
whites become stiff and glossy. 
Don’t overdry. 


Stir egg yolk and vanilla into 


melted chocolate. Add coconut and 
almonds and mix well. Add beaten 
egg whites and blend in gently until 
dough is just mixed (very stiff 
dough). Drop by heaping table- 
spoons onto cookie sheet. Bake 17 
minutes, remove from oven and let 
cool briefly on pan. They will look 
and feel moist but will harden as 
they cool. Store in a tin. Yields two 
dozen.

Italian cassata (Easter) 

Easter sweet pie dough for oblong 
Pyrex dish 11 and 3/4” by 7 and 1/2” 
by 1 and 3/4” 


3 cups all purpose flour 

2% tsp. baking powder 

1/2 cup butter or margarine 
1/2 cup sugar 

1/2 cup milk 

2 medium eggs 

1/2 tsp. vanilla 


Mix flour, sugar and baking powd- 
er in bowl. Add shortening, working 
in with pastry blender: Beat eggs in 
small bowl. Add milk and flavoring. 
Mix well. Add to flour mixture. 
Knead lightly on pastry cloth or 
marble surface. If sticky, add small 
amount flour. Form into ball. Re- 
serve 1/3 to form lattice top. Roll out 
and line Pyrex dish with 2/3 amount 
of pie, fluting edges. 

Filling 


1 pint heavy cream 
2 Ibs. ricotta cheese 
2 tsp. vanilla extract 
2 cups sugar 

1 dozen eggs 


Blend vanilla and sugar into ricot- 
ta cheese in bowl. Add eggs, mixing 
in well after each addition. Blend in 
heavy cream. Pour into pastry-lined 
Pyrex dish. Roll out reserved pie 
dough and cut into strips with a pas- 
try crimp. Form lattice and attach 
to fluted edges. Bake at 350 degrees 
until light brown (about one hour or 
one hour, 20 minutes).

Bob Finneran, a benign captain

When you write as many obitu- 
aries as we do here, you become 
almost numb toward death. ‘‘He is 
survived by’ comes before a list 
of names that go with faces we’ll 
probably never recognize in the 
street. It’s a list of 
grief we'll never 
share. 

One obituary in 
today’s paper, j 
though, is the rite 
of passage of 
someone we recog- 
nize and someone \ «@ 
we grieve Sor. He \ 90 
is survived by no 
only his wife and Melissa DeMeo 
brothers, but by a whole family of 
colleagues, associates and read- 
ers. 

Robert E. Finneran, former edi- 
tor of the Townsman, died Tues- 
day at New England Deaconess 
Hospital in Boston. He was 58. 

Bob liked to boast that the 100- 
plus-year-old Townsman never 
missed an issue, not even during 
wartime. He sometimes pointed 
out half regretfully that the paper 
managed to get out even without 
him, during his vacations, his not- 
long-ago honeymoon and the leave 
of absence he first took last Au- 
gust. 


The paper wasn’t often without 
Bob, though. He was at its helm, a 
benign captain, for more than 20 
years. I never knew him to be out 
sick until the summer day he col- 
lapsed into a coma that lasted 
three days. 

The first word- he spoke while 
still barely conscious was an an- 
noyed ‘‘What?’’ Typical Bob. 

He continued to write editorials 
—until his ill health forced him to 
retire in October — and then his 
beloved column, ‘‘Just a 
Thought,’’ a forum for Bob’s 
sometimes crotchety, always ob- 
servant brand of humor. 

His run-ins with grape-throwing 
children in supermarkets, 
“‘wheeled whackos’”’ on skate- 
boards and the state budget, all 
gained notoriety in Bob’s columns. 

He would often detail daily ab- 
surdities, like the time the gas 
company sent someone rustling 
around his bushes at 2 a.m. one 
Tuesday. After learning the man 
was investigating a leak, Bob 
wrote: ‘Wonderful. First, don’t 
know whether the house is being 
invaded, now have to be con- 
ane we might be going into or-

Bob rarely used the personal 
pronoun in his columns, a vestige 
from his early years as a young 


juan when “I” was strictly 
orbidden. 

He was more comfortable with 
third person than first in life as 
well as in writing. People just 
meeting him, including myself, his 
newly hired assistant, were often 
surprised and sometimes daunted 
by his gruff, terse demeanor. 

But it didn’t take long to discov- 
er the tenderhearted, compassio- 
nate man inside. He looked a little 
like Jackie Gleason and was a lot 
like Ralph Cramden, the nominal- 
ly authoritarian husband and 
friend who really thinks Alice and 
Norton are “‘the greatest.’’ 

Bob’s own wife, Ellen, was his 
joy for the two years they were 
married. He always had stories, 
part humor, part admiration, of 
her adventures as a North And- 
over science teacher. She was the 
salve for the things in his life that 
made his wit so caustic. 

A little more than a week ago, 
Ellen said Bob’s doctors were 
amazed by his spirit and that they 
called him ‘“‘feisty.” 

If Bob feared death, he did not 
show it, although his comments 
suggested how close it came dur- 
ing his several hemorrhages. 
When I asked him to come to some 
Townsman function, he said, “If

I figure with all the technology and 
medicine we have these days, I 
should be around for a long time, but 
what is the use of being around to 
see the world fall apart. As of right 
now there is no cure for sicknesses 
such as skin cancer and exposure to 
radiation that are caused by envi- 
ronmental hazards, so what is the 
use of all our technology. The only 
way to prevent human suffering 
from these problems is to stop cre- 
ating the problem. Toxic waste, acid 
rain, air pee and water pollut- 
ion are all problems that need to be 
stopped before it is too late. 

I’m glad to have grown up in a 
time where I didn’t have to worry 


about having food to eat or clean wa- 
ter to drink. I guess I was born at the 
right time and place. My grandpa- 
rents tell me what it was like to grow 
up during the Depression and the 
world wars. I’m glad that I didn’t 
live then to see those problems, but 
now in life I have to worry about the 
problems that lie ahead. I shall hope 
that my kids will not have to worry 
about having clean water to drink, 
the ozone layer, toxic waste or acid 
rain. The kids today will have to face 
the world tomorrow, so anything 
that the adults of today do I know 
will have to live with the result of 
their actions.

Being a student in the 10th grade 
at Andover High School, I have the 
opportunity to learn about these en- 
vironmental hazards and to act in 
local environmental protection 
groups. But I feel sorry for kids who 
don’t have the opportunity and feel 
that there is nothing that they can 
do. In my chemistry class I have op-

portunity to pick an environmental 
concern and do something about it. I 
chose to work with the problem of 
acid rain and I have learned a lot. 
Acid rain has been a problem for a 
couple of years. Air pollution puts 
nitrates and other harmful chemi- 
cals into the air and these chemicals 
mix with the water in the clouds to 
make acid rain. Acid rain hurts ey- 
erything, it hurts the fish in lakes 
and rivers who die because of the 
acidic water. It hurts plant life, 
which in turn hurts the animals who 
eat those plants. Acid rain destroys 
statues and monuments such as the 
Statue of Liberty, which recently 
had to be restored because of the 
damage done to it. Stone statues and 
buildings are made brittle from the 
acid rain and air pollution. As hu- 
mans it is not healthy to drink such 
water with contaminates in it, so we 
are also directly harmed by this. We 
can reduce the amount of acid rain 
by raising EPA’s emission standard 
or by cutting down our every day use 
of automobiles, Acid rain is a prob- 


lem that sooner or later has to be 
dealt with. Canada is already deal- 
ing with the problem so now the 
United States should start dealing 
with it also, before it gets out of 
hand. I think I speak for most of my 
generation when I say we would 
greatly appreciate it.

Editor, Townsman: 

Last Thursday evening we were priv- 
ileged to attend the All-Schools Band Con- 
cert at the Collins Center. Approximately 
350 young musicians gathered to enter- 

_fain us with the culmination of many 
ours of practice, both alone and in their 
bands. I was not the only one appalled to 
hear Diana Kolben, the fine arts director, 
state that with the upcoming budget cuts 
this might be the last all-schools band 
concert, 

This concert is a symbol of the em- 
phasis that Andover has placed on the 
whole child. For the past several years 
Andover has been committed to the arts, 
especially music, with the result that the 
music programs in the schools have 
grown tremendously. Not only are more 
students ta lessons, but the bands in 

all the schools have grown with many stu- 
dents at the upper levels taking honors 
statewide for their skills. At the present 
time approximately 700 students town- 
wide are involved in the instrumental pro- 
gram with the really talented students 
being involved in all-town bands as well. 
Another 700 students belong to the school 
choruses, making the 1,400 music stu- 
dents close to a phenomenal 25 percent of 
our our total enrollment. 

It is important for students to see the 
progression of skill achieved through 
time and practice, which up until now we 
have provided.

For more than 15 years, the Zlatevs 
have been trying to get the Dragon Zla- 
tevs to visit here, but tickets and applica- 
tions were to no use. Now the Andover 
Zlatevs have been working on getting 
their relatives here since July. Their 
hosts hope the Zlatevs will stay for a 
month. 

Stanley is an engineer, working in Low- 
ell, and his brother is an engineer, too, 
but he has not been working lately, 
according to his sister-in-law, who does 
not speak Bulgarian. 

_ Stanley, who has eet up with his native 

language, says even though his brother is 
five years younger than he, Dragon looks 
older and shows the strain of living under 
a Communist regime, which Stanley calls 
“brutal.’’ Stanley says he and his brother 
have been trying to call Bulgaria for the 
last two nights, to tell his brother’s chil- 
dren that their parents arrived here safe- 
ly, but the phone is always out of order. 
_ “Last night I asked the opertor when it 
is going to be fixed,” says Stanley. “‘Did 
she chew me out. She said, ‘I’m not a 
technician, I’m a telephone operator.’ ” 

Wednesday, Jan was planning to take 
her brother and sister-in-law to a grocery 
store. Tuesday they went to the Methuen 
mall and to a restaurant. Stanley says 
Dragon and Vessa can’t believe the goods 
that are available here. When Stanley had 
strawberries and melon for breakfast 
Wednesday, Dragon wanted to know, 
“Can everybody buy these?” 

Stanley, who escaped from his native 
Bulgaria years ago, says of his brother,

Mrs. Adams believes it’s particularly 
im; to mention there are only two 
full-time English-as-a-second-language 
teachers in Andover’s schools and there 
are currently 66 students receiving help 
with English. 

Mrs. Adams, whose parents are Rus- 
sian, was born in Brazil, where her paren- 
ts had settled after World War II. “I 
spoke Russian the whole time growing 
up,” said Mrs. Adams, whose parents 
now live in Natick.

Sizing up the 1990

The past two springs have been 
among the brightest in the history of 
the Andover High baseball program. 

In 1988 the Golden Warriors won 
the Merrimack Valley Conference 
Large School Division 
championship, battled to the East- 
ern Mass.

Fourth-year Coach Dave Betten- 
court enters with a three-year ledger 
of 43-23, including 33-13 in 88 and "89. 

The Warriors graduated six top 
players who were standouts on the 
last two teams, including ace pitch- 
ers Steve Surette (UMaine) and 
John Russell (UMass), third base- 
man John Glynn (Worcester Acade- 
my), shortstop-catcher Keith 
Abernathy (UMass), centerfielder 
Matt Pothier, and last year’s sur- 


prise standout, Peter Radulski 
(UMaine). 
Three starters, including two 


pitchers, and three other varsity let- 
termen from last season will form 
the nucleus of the 1990 edition. 

The veteran pitchers are senior 
lefthanders Chris Eggert and Dave 
Blank. 

Co-Capt. Eggert, who will play 
first base when not on the mound, 
was 6-1 with 22 RBI and a .262 bat- 
ting average last spring. In 46 in- 
nings he yielded 43 hits, struck out 
45, walked only 10 and fashioned a 
2.28 earned run average. 

Blank, who also plays first and the 
outfield, was used primarily in short 
relief and did not have a record. In 
13 innings he fanned 23, walked 14 
and posted a 1.58 ERA. At the plate

ASSAULT ON WOOD FURNITURE 


Exposure to sunlight, heat and humidity is not only 
harmful to humans, it can damage furniture as well. 
Indication of such damage is the presence of a milky 
film-like coating. This sticky layer is likely to show up 
on wooded chair arms, backs and seats. Other furniture 
parts to show the first signs of deterioration are wood 
headboards and the areas surrounding drawers and 
drawer pulls. The real culprit in all this damage to 
wood furniture is the accumulation of soil from cooking 
fumes, environmental fumes, and the dust caused by 
heating or cooling units. This dirt does its most 
destructive work under conditions of high humidity, 
heat and direct sunlight. The way to avert damage is to 
wipe down wood furniture with a solution of water and 
mild detergent. Next, use a self-cleaning wax to 
preserve the finish.

Bob Finneran, former editor, dies at 58 


“He really cared for people very, 
very deeply. He would never kno- 
wingly do something to hurt a per- 
son,”’ 

Irving Rogers Jr., publisher of the 
Townsman and Tribune, worked 
with Mr. Finneran since Mr. Finne- 
ran went to work for the Eagle-Tri- 
bune right from college. 

“T valued Bob Finneran as a long- 
time employee and a good friend,”’ 
Mr. Rogers said. “‘He was’ as highly 
regarded by other newspaperpeople 
as he was by all of his fellow employ- 
ees and the Rogers family.” 

Raymond B. DeRuisseau, former 
business manager of the Townsman, 
remained friends with Mr. Finneran 
even after retirement. 

“T thought he was a genuine jour- 
nalist and did a lot of good for the 
town,” Mr. DeRuisseau said. ‘He 
was a good workman and good 
friend.” 

Tom Sexton, executive director of 
the New England Press Association, 
described Mr. Finneran as active 
both as president and member of the 
association. 

“He was a very attentive, involved 
member of the board,” Mr. Sexton 
said. ‘He was very active, very in- 
terested, always on the phone. 

“One of the things he pushed for 
was the scholarship program that 
we run. 

“Bob has a lot of friends in the 
business — literally hundreds of 
newspapers he knew people at,”’ Mr. 
Sexton said.
